Executives at a major tobacco 
company kncw'morc than 30 
years ago that smoking was 
dangerous, but chose to hide-

Internal documents from 
Drown & Williamson Tobacco 
Corp. show that executives 
knew in 1963 about the hazards 
o'f smoking and decided against 
telling the surgeon general, the 
Times said. 

At the time. Surgeon General 
Luther Terry was preparing the 
first report to say that cigarettes 
are a health hazard. 

Despite their knowledge'; the 
executives chose a legal and 
public relations strategy that 
admitted nothing, the "rimes 
said. 

The newspaper said it 
obtained the documents from a 


government official who wa.s 
disturbed by*rcccnl congres- 
sional testimony by leaders of 
the top Seven tobacco compa- 
nies that nicotine is nol.addic-'

officials spoke of the hazards 
of cigarcltes nnd “staled plainly 
to one another that nicotine is 
addictive,” the newspaper said. 

In one document the compa- 
ny's general coun.scl said 
Brown & Williamson's 
research had found that ciga- 
rettes caused or predisposed 
people to lung cancer, con- 
' tribuied to heart disease and 
might cause emphysema. ^ 

The statements contradict the 
tobacco industry's contention 
over the last three decades that 
it has not been proved that cig- 
arettes arc harmful or that nico- 
tine. is addictive.

The cost to Cali- 
fornia taxpayers of federally re- 
quired health care for illegal immi- 
grants has grottr 18-fold to S400 
million in just six years. 

And while for the third year running 
California will be facing the painful 
-ncccsritj^ofcutting^lcscTvicns,ils". ^ 
taxpayers will be compelled by federal 
law to spend millions incarcerating 
enough illegal aliens to fill eight state 
prisons. 

The cost to California of providing 
federally mandated services to illegal 
immigrants and their families is more 
than S3 billion a year - nearly 10 per- 
cent of a stale budget that has already 
been r^uced by $4 billion in the past 
two years. California simply cannot af- 
ford this continual hemorrhaging in its 
budget. But some congressional lead-

South Africa’s 1st racially, m ixed 
government is sworn into office 


JOHANNESBURG. South Africa 
(AP) — Black, while and mixed- 
race lawmakers in South Africa's 
.mos^ populous province look oaths 
at office- in six languages Saturday 
and then sat down to govern togeth- 
er for the first lime. 

In n wood-pancIed hall decorated 
with bronze sculptures of former 
'apartheid rulers, joyous ululating by 
black women and rhythmic clapping 
by ANC legislators brought even the 
more .subdued while delegation to its 
feet. 

The applause was for Tokyo 
Sexwale, elected black premier of 
the province that includes South 
Africa's industrial, financial and 
mining heartland and its biggest 
municipalities, Johannesburg and 
Soweto. 

Eight of the country's newly clucl- 
cd provincial legislatures chose pre- 
miers during their first sessions 
Saturday, a day after results from the 
country's first free election ‘gave the 
African National Congress more 
than f)2 percent of the national vote. 


•Order Minister Hemus KricI became 
premier' of the Western Cape 
province, which the National Party 
won, while aNC stalwarts such as 
Sexwale, Patrick Lekota and Popo 
Molcfe were chosen premiers in the 
six provinces the ANC won. 


The provincial legislature of 
KwaZulu-Natal, won by the Zulu-' 
dominated Inkallia Freedom Parly, 
will meet for the first lime next 
week. 

In a ceremony on the windy hill 
where the Johannesburg Civic 
Center sits. Sexwale took the pre- 
mier's oath, telling his audience, 
"We stand on the threshold of lime, 
as makers of hi.story, to realize the 
dreurns, the aspiration.s of all South 
Africans." ' 

The political changes were stark 
as Sexwale, a former guerrilla and 
political prisoner, stood on a podium 
lo-jicccpl tributes'from a South 
African police biind. a scries of 
Defense Force personnel carriers 
and a flyby from a yellow police 
helicopter.

..TWIN FALLS - The last time a Republi- 
can sat at the Stntehousc governor’s desk . 
was 1970 - the year the Beatles broke up. ■ 

Twenty-four years later, Paul, George and 
Ringo have reunited. Is this the omen that 
1994 will be the year for the GOP? 

Polls show, former Lt. Gov. Phil Batt ns 
the front-runner for the party’s nor^inntion, 
but neither he not his three opponents have 
considered the primary election’s outcome a 
foregone conclusion. 

Batt also ran for governor in 1982, losing 
to incumbent Democratic Gov. John Evans 
by about 4,000 votes.

HEYBURN - After gelling oul of 

• prison in Washington state Insfyeiir, 

convicted child molester John Ross 
Lee hoped to start a new life in 
Idaho. ' • 

He chose Heyburn because he 
grew up here. And in this quiet com- 
munity he might have lound rctugc 
from his pa.st convictions. 

But word of Lee’s past - which 

• includes a 1991 rape conviction - 
-was leaked to Heyburn residents. 

Though it was meant only for law 
enforcement officials, a copy of his 
prison release notice was given to 
residents and to The Times-News by 
an unknown source. 

• Shunned by his neighbors, the 42- 
year-old handyman.and his wife, 
Laurie, left Heyburn and parked 
their live-aboard bus in Burley. 
Despite the moves, Lee’s reputation 
as a sex offender have followed him. 

"I’m just trying to put my life 
back together,’’ Lee said in an inter- 
view Friday, "but people won’t seem 
to let me." 

Idaho laws governing sex offend- 
ers have gotten tougher. In July, a 
~nc w-law-r c q uired -convi c t c d ^ x 
offenders io register with'local 
authorities. 

Police say the registration helps 
them quickly locate offenders after a 
sex crime has been reported. 

But the law doesn't say anything 
about notifying local residents. 
Because they risk an invasion" of pri- 
vacy lawsuit, police arc reluctant to 
let communities know that a sex 
offender has moved in.

In-law conflict: BCnow when to say when

TWIN FALLS - Tile sometimes edgy 
relationship between mothers-in-law -and

way they raise their kids isn’t the same;’’ 
Guclker said. "So the way the son-in-law 
or the daughlcr-in-law behaves is often 
going to be at odds with how llte mother- 
in-law thinks it should be.” 

And that has little to do with whether 
the molher-in-law or the daughter- or son- 
inrlaw is right. 

- "There's a way to handle conflicts with 


in-laws, and that’s by communication be- 
tween the molhcr-in-law and the dduglilcr 
or.son and between the couple," Guclker 
said. “The worst thing that can happen is 
for the in-laws to confront each other 
first." *. 

Often, Guclker .said, that seems almost 
irresistible. 

“The two biggest causes of conflict are 
child-rearing and money ,”'he said. 

"When the well-being of the daughter 
~or son or the grandchildren arc involved, 
it’s very, hard for mothers-in-law to keep, 
quiet." 

Relations with fatlicrs-in-law tend to be 
much better, Guelker says. , 

“Men just back off." he said, "Occa- 
sionally you’ll find a conflict between a 
father-in-law and a son- or daughter-in- 
law, but not very often."

a frequent cause of‘in-law conflict., 
Guelker says. _ , 

"We have religions in this area that 
place great in'tporlanee on their members 
marrying within the faith," Guelker said. 
"If a member of that faith marries some--- 
one of another faith, or if the children arc 
raised in a different faitii. that’s often a 
source of problems.’' , 

Guclker .says his best advice to dueling 
in-laws is to keep discussions of family 
problems in a positive tone, know what’s 
none of your busine.ss, and be willing to 
tell your mother-in-law or soft- or daugh- 
ter-in-law to back ofT. 

"A couple has a right to solve its prob- 
lems' on its own,’’ he said. "And a mother

Young girls fi^ee self-esteem problems

‘ Who wants to go back to adoles-- 
ccnce, that, lime of confusion and 
— soul-scurching, when-one^-rank-in- 
the order of thc universe seems both 
so maddeningly changeable and so 
dcprcs-singly predictable? 

AdulLs looking from the outside in 
may see boys os more troubled during 
this period, their trademark surliness 
and recklessness a banc of society's 
sense of order. 

But it i.s girl s who arc quiclly_hay-_ 
ing more serious and long-lasting 
problems, studies have found, the 
result of- a dramatic loss of self- 
esteem during these crudal years. 

Those girls who turn adolescent 
confusion and anger inward, the 
research shows, arc more prone to 
depression, exploitation, substance 
abuse, eating disorders and suicide 
attempts. 

“Girls attempt suicide four to five 
times as much as boys in adoles- 
cence," said Anne Bryant, executive 
director of the American Association 
of University Women. ".Tlial is a dev- 
• a.statlng finding.” ' ' | 

In an effort lo countcract’lhc loss of 
self-esteem and_ bring more attention 
to girls' issues, the Ms. Foundation 
last week sponsored its second Take . 
Our Dauglilcrs to Work Day and esti- 
mated that ? million giris nationwide 
— parlicipalcd^’-Somc-participants-said- 
girls need strong female role models 
in careers valued by society, while 

served by mothers who put careers on 
a back burner to make their children 
the top priority. But few questioned 
that adolescent girls can use a boost 
in self-esteem. 

In 1990, the AAUW commissioned 
a nationwide poll of 3,000 girls and 
boys, -aged 9 lo 15, that showed that 
girls suffered more psychologically 
during these years. 

In cicmcniaty school, 60 percent of 
girls said they arc "happy the way I 
am.” but by high .school only 29 per- 
cent agreed with that statement. The 
number of boys happy with them- 
selves dropped far less, from 67 per- 
cent in grade school lo 46 percent in 
high school. 

Girls also scored more poorly on a 
"self-esteem index” based on five 
poll questions, including "sometimes 
I don't like myself that much" and "I 
wish 1 were somebody else." On a 
scale of 6.0, girls started at 3.93 on 
averag e in elementary scimol and_ 
dropped to 2777E^TghrscliooirBoy5

Asked what they like about them- 
selves. boys were twice as likely to 
name something they do, often sports, 
while girls were twice as likely lo 
pick something about their appear- 
ance. 

"Girls aged '8 and 9 arc confident, 
assertive and feel aulhorilativc about 
themselves," the study .said. "They 
emerge from adolcscncc with a poor 
self-image, constrained views of 
their future and their place in society, 
and much less confidence about 
themselves and their abilities.” 

The one exception was African- 
American girls, who maintamed their 
strong sense of sclf-c.stccm’ through- 
odt adolescence. 

Researchers speculate this may be 
-bccausc-girls.in-African-Amctican. 
families arc warned about racism and 
prepared, for' d wotld that may see 
Ihcm iican unfair-light.-'Thcy^also' 
maintain close connections with their 
mothers and live in a community 
where women may lake on stronger 
roles. 

Latina girls*Scc a serious fowling 
of their self-esteem, though most of 
the drop comtS in the high-school 
years rather than in middle school, 
when non-Hispanic while girls expe- 
rience the greatest-crisis in confi- 
dence, according to the study. 

Women’s groups .speculate ll\al the 
reason for the decline in self-esteem 
is that girls realize the world is not 
listening to them nor valuing Ihcm. 
"They start noticing how the world 
devalues their mothers, how the 
world devalues them,” said Marie C. 
Wilson, president of the Ms. 
Foundation,, a.women's group. 

Younger girls "had a strong feeling 
that they were worth listening to," 
said Lyn Mike! Brown, assistant pro- 
fessor at Colby College, who co- 
authored a five-year study of 100 
adoldsccfirglrls'ara'privateschooHn- 


Clcvcland. “What struck o.s wfl.s the 
dramatic shift in early adolc.sccncc. 
Girls started to lose their voices.” 

‘ In part, this is because society 
places extraordinary burdens on them 
to be “nice” and quiet and tractable, 
and this docs not jibe with their own 
experience of s'p^dking directly and 
honestly. Drown and other 
researchers say. 

Tlirougli media images and sicrco- 
types, society also teaches girls that 
their looks arc wlial will make them 
popular, rather than their accom- 
pli.shmcms and knowledge, women’s 
groups argue. At a time when ihcir 
bodies arc changing quickly and fill- 
ing out in ways they may see as con- 
trary lo an ideal of thinness, this can 
steer girls away from pride in what 
they do and what they know. 

"They go around muiicring. '! 
don’t know. I don’t know, I don^t 
know,’ ” said Wilson. She recom- 
mends (bat molhvs be honest with 


their d.iugbtcn about the barriew they 
' will face as (licy get older and stand 
with them against anyone, including 
teachers or peers, who wants ihcnj to 
be .somclhing.thcy.arc.not. 

Mothers sliould discu.ss choices in 
their own lives, whether good or bad, 
and why they m-idc them, rather than 
letting (heir daughters judge them ns 
'weak, she added. 

Girls also need to maintain links 
with each other to validate their expe- 
riences, Wilson added. — 

. The F.-imily, Research Council, a • 
conservative Washington-based pub- 
lic policy group, takes a slightly dif- 
ferent lack on the problem of self- 
esteem in adolescent girls, saying it is 
another indication of the importance 
of a strong father in the home. 

."The presence of a father is a 
strong factor in sclf-cstccni." said 
Kristi Hamrick, a spokeswoman for 
(he council. "The father provides lhai - 
'go-for-it' purtofthttltraining."

NEW YOkK (AP) — More and more these 
days, evaluating the merits of a mutual fund means 
checking out its f;\hiily connections. 

Certainly you want to make a cdnfful appniisal of 
how a runil stan ds on it s own in performance, style 
and phiiosopiiy. 

But many other important questions that come 
-up.-such as t|uaiiiy-of service and suitability for re- - 
tircmenl-plan investing, extend beyond the fund it- 
. self to the group, it belongs to. and how that group 
is run. ' ■ 

"While many' investors spend a considerable 
' amount of time analyzing individual funds, it is 
also important to ask questions about thg firm that 
is managing a fund." say analysts at the Value 
Line Mutual Fund Survey. 

"WhiU is the- company’s history? What are jls re- 
search capabilities and specialties?

As the fund industry has grown and evolved, 
several hundred fund families have emerged.

The refitting of the plant will in-

About 14 million pounds of milk 
per month will be processed, slightly 
less than previously processed by 
Kraft. It will have a maximum capaci:

Among the debris on the bench the 
- dhy after D-Day, PvL Robcn Healey, a

There were times, such ns at the ilerce- 
Jyxontested Iwding at Omaha Beach,- when the tide of battle could easily have* 
gone the other way. As it turned out, the Allies got several breaks: The Germans 
weren’t convinced that this was the real invasion. Field Marshal Rommel was 
away from the front, and Adolf Hitler held back his armor. 

But what if things hadn’t gone right? Peter Tsouras, a 
British author, has written Diawer at D-Day (Stackpole 
Books) $29.95), afictional occount in which the invaders lose.- 
Jn ihis'fancifij version, Rommel stays on the scene. Hitler 
unleash^ his reserves, and the Allied troops ore driven back- 
into the sea. Tsouras spins out his yam in meticulous mili- 
tary detail, even providing maps, pictures and footnotes

out well, with Hitler's generals inviting him to a victory 
poi^ in Nom~iuidy, where they take care of him in their own 
way.

“And 
don’t forget, I also played a retarded 
person and a schizoid. I'm attracted to 
different roles, as when I played Betty 
Broderick [a mother of four who shot 
her ex-husbond and his bride in bed in 
1989]. Everyone thinks she's such a 
great mom, but she’s actually so self- 
motivated and narcissistic."
